vived in Britain. The government 
printing office was republishing 
its pamphlets on first-aid and fire- 
fighting, and issuing a new series 
on atomic defense measures.

Slogans To The Fore 


Now as then the western world 
has a slogan to protect it from 
danger. Then, it was ‘‘collective 
security.’’ Now, it is ‘‘integrated 
defense.’”’ In 1938 _ collective 
security was supposed to operate 
between independent nations act- 
ing together were one attacked. 
Today independent nations are 
supposedly integrating their defen- 
sive measures as_ protection 
against attack. Not yet has the 
world really learned that whatever 
the name, any really collective 
action must subordinate national 
interests to those of the group. 
Not yet has there appeared an 
effective organization for common 
action, 

This dangerous facility for ac- 
cepting neat paper protection is a 
serious failing of the democracies. 
Atomic bomb apart, there is no 
defense against Russian aggres- 
sion westwards in Europe. It is 
obvious that the Korean method 
can at any hour be applied to 
Europe. A Kremlin-trained, armed 
and directed Bast German army 
can cross the frontier to invade 
Western Germany to unite the 
country in a‘‘people’s democracy.’’ 
And there is practically nothing 
yet that can prevent such forces 
from advancing to the channel and 
across it. At a moderate estimate 
Russia has 200 divisions avail- 
able on short notice. Europe still 
has merely a handful. The much- 
publicized ‘‘integrated defense’’ 
has a commander-in-chief but no 
forces. As it Stands today in- 
tegrated defense would be less 
useless than the futile collective 
security of 1938. And the Atlantic 
Alliance, admirable though it is, 
cannot succeed if it is to be a 
paper organization dependent 
solely upon American arms. 


Don’t Alarm The Public! 


The observer in Europe has the 
curious sensation that heis watch- 
ing the fascinated rabbit about to 
be struck by the weasel, just 
waiting. In Britain the Opposition 
requested the Government to hold 
secret debates on the state of the 
nation’s defenses. The Govemment 
refused because, as it said, the 
people would become alarmed. 
The succeeding debates were 
public and platitudinous. And the 
people presumably remained un- 
alarmed. What good that state of 
contentment would be in an emer- 
gency , the Government did not say. 
So the sand seems to pile higher 
around the buried necks. Parlia- 
ment adjourned before mid-August, 
a sign that the situation couldn’t 
be too serious, mumbled the aver- 
age citizen drawing fairy circles 
around his feet. In the meantime, 
as something to occupy the mind, 
the citizenry is called upon to 
hold itself in readiness for civil- 
ian defense.

What price free teeth and pills 
and better-fed* babies if there is 
no army to defend them. Defense 
measures are costly and painfy 
But that is no reason to tum q 
blind eye to them. Economic 
strength may be important for g 
nation’s existence. But it must be 
subordinated to immediate Neces- 
sity. And it is high time that some 
plain talking was done, The United 
States may be the democracies 
arsenal, but it must also be their 
leader. And leadership frequently 
demands that punches shall not be 
pulled. 

It is probably no exaggerati 
to say that the state of Europe's 
defenses is worse than it was 4 
year or two-ago. Precisely for the 
reason that glib and worried states. 
men substitute words for action, 
It is a sad commentary on the 
Govemment’s appreciation of inter. 
national affairs that they can 
apparently find no substitute in 
the foreign office for Mr. Bevin, 
In many ways an admirable man, 
but for months a sick man who has 
left hishospital bed for the confer. 
ence table. In 1938 Mr. Chamber- 
lain found that there were no teeth 
in collective security. Today Mr, 
Attlee must be less than honest if 
he believes in the efficacy of 
integrated defense. 

Forceful Leadership Essential 

There is far too much pussy: 
footing around in _ international 
politics, too much cloaking of 
real thoughts behind polite diplo- 
matic phrases. The Americans are 
not bold enough in their insistence 
upon more than words from Eumpe, 
Let’s have less gentlemanliness 
and a sight more honesty. The 
British citizenry accepts too much 
red tape, too much regimentation 
because it is not quite the thing 
to make a fuss. The old school 
tie can lead to the downfall of the 
country. Democracy functions in 
proportion to the criticism it 
meets. And the observer in Britain 
gets the uncomfortable feeling 
that the people are apathetic, 
that they hope there won't be 
another war. It is perhaps ide 
speculation now to wonder what 
Europe alone would have done 
about Korea. If the man in the 
London street is any guide, not 
much, 

Someone has got to jolt Europe 
out of the Maginot Line mentality 
of hiding behind the illusive 
‘‘integrated defense’’ that can 
lead to catastrophe. The United 
States has led the way in the 
Korean affair. It must now save 
the courage to tell Europe what it 
must do. Our assistance should be 
premised on their own self-help. 
We won’t be thanked for our so 
called interference. It takes 
courage to speak frankly, even 
necessarily brutally sometimes, 
But no one ever leamed to stand 
on his own feet by being constant 
ly propped up. There is sill time 
to tell Europe forcefully to get 
down to brass tacks and organize 
themselves. Integrated action has 
been accepted in Korea. It must 
be adoped in Europe. The alterna: 
tive is clear. Invasion and defeat 
at the hands of Russla.
